• Minnesota’s 2005 Fatality Rate = .99 

• Idaho 2005 Fatalities = 275

• Idaho’s 2005 Rate = 1.84

• If Idaho’s Rate was .99 = 148 Fatalities

• That’s 127 Less Deaths
